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WASHINGTON I AP) — The number 
of crimes reported to police in the 
United States increased 9 per cent last 
year, but murders dropped for the first 
time in more than a decade, the FBI 
said today.

R eports reflected 1975 in creases 
ranging from I per cent for rape to 12 
per cent for larceny. 
The new report suggested that while 
crime is continuing to rise, the rate of 
increase may be slowing The 1975 in­ 
crease was half the 18 per cent surge 
recorded a year earlier. 
Broken down by quarters, the report 
showed that crime rose 18 per cent 
during the first three months of 1975 
compared with the sam e period a year 
earlier Birt the increase slowed to 8 
per cent in the second quarter, 6 per 
cent in the third and 4 per cent in the 
fourth 
‘‘While the per cent increase in 
reported serious crime in the nation 
was only half as great as it was in 1974, 
the levels of crime remain much too 
high,” Atty Gen. Edward H. Iievi said. 
‘‘All segments of the criminal Justice 
system must continue to improve their 
efforts to reduce crim e.” 
The murder rate measurement is 
generally considered the most ac­ 
curate FBI crime statistic because 
virtually all murders are reported to 
police. The FBI figures are a com­ 


pilation of murders, rapes, robberies, 
assaults, burglaries, larcenies and 
vehicle thefts reported to state and 
local police 
The FBI acknowledges that in some 
categories, particularly rape, the 
number of offenses reported to police 
reflects only a portion of the crimes 
actually committed 
The I per cent decrease in the 
murder rate marked the first time 
since 1962 that hom icides have 
declined over a fullyear period. FBI 
figures showed there were 8.480 mur­ 
ders in 1962, a 2 per cent decrease from 
the previous year 
FBI officials said they will not have 
the total number of murders in 1975 
until the final report is completed The 
figures for selected dties included: 
Chicago, 818 in 1975 and 970 in 1974; 
Detroit, 628 and 714; Ihiladelphia, 435 
and 444; Washington. 235 and 277; Bos­ 
ton, 119 and 134; and Atlanta, 185 and 
248 
But some cities had more slayings in 
1975 I jo s Angeles listed 555 last year 
and 481 in 1974 New York reported 
1,645 murders, up from 1,554 
The report also showed that vehicle 
thefts increased 2 per cent, robbery 
and assault each rose 5 per cent and 
burglary was up 7 per cent 
( rime on the whole rose IO per cent 
in the suburbs, 9 per cent in rural areas 
and 8 per cent in cities over 25,000 in 
population. 
By region, crime rose 6 per cent in 
Western states, 8 per cent in north 
central states, IO per cent in the 
Northeast and ll per cent rn the South.

Ford is to make his request to 
Congress today. 
The vaccine will be available in 
September, October and November in 
schools, hospitals, doctors’ offices and 
public health facilities in the largest 
m ass immunization drive in 
U.S. 
history. Ford said.

Health officials said those persons will 
be at a reduced risk of infection, 
however, if the rest of the population is 
inununized. 
The virus, dormant nearly half a 
century, killed an estimated 548,000 
Americans in 1918, more than died in 
World War I combat 
Early last month, a swinelike strain 
reappeared at Fort Dix, N .J., killing 
one trainee and infecting several 
hundred other personnel. 
Virtually every' American under the 
age of 50 is susceptible to swine virus 
infection when the new flu season 
begins this fall, the White House said. 
About 80 per cent of Americans over 50 
have swine virus antibodies, indicating 
they had been exposed previously and 
developed natural im m unity.

levels and functions,” 
But it said It would return Argentina

unions that were the backbone of the 
Peronist movement, the Junta said 
they 
“ have been affected by the 
process of disorder, corruption and 
subversion 
that 
has characterized 
national activities in recent years.”

When disaster 
.strikes a community, its people do not 
panic and fall apart * they react 
calmly, and draw closer together. 
Contrary to what legendary logic 
seems to dictate, people caught in 
disaster have high morale They close 
ranks and forget differences of class, 
race, rank and age, as they work 
together toward recovery. Keeling a 
sense of uniqueness, even of historic 
importance, they tend to resent out­ 
siders coming in with offers of help - 
and taking “credit” for the work done 
in the emergency The victims feel it is 
their disaster, and they'll take care of 
it 
We Need You . . .' 
These are the recent findings of the 
Disaster Research Center (of Ohio 
State University) . . . and they are 
being validated at this moment in New 
York City: 
A full page ad here reads, “ We need 
10,000 greenly, heartless' New Yorkers 
to work for five years. For free “ 
Ten thousand New Yorkers work for 
nothing? Is somebody crazy? 
Yet immediately after that ad ap­ 
peared, the phone lines of the Citizens 
Committee for New York City was 


jammed with more than 3,500 phone 
calls from volunteers. Some wanted to 
donate their time and energies to 
working in the schools, hospitals, day 
care centers and facilities for the aged 
which have been dramatically cut in 
the budget disaster. Some volunteered 
to tend fire-alarm boxes (false alarms 
here cost $70 million a year I, or serve 
as auxiliary police, or take on sup­ 
plementary jobs in the city's morass of 
(•ripped departments 
“We think almut londoners during 
the blitz," says a gratified Osborn (Oz) 
Elliott, chairman of the Citizens 
Committee “One of these days we 
could have the biggest ‘volunteer 
army’ in history." 
The volunteer calls are still coming 
in at the rate of IOO a day 
Personal offers of help are coming 
from all classes, all races and all five 
boroughs. “'Ihe traditional concept of 
the volunteer as a white middle-class 
female doesn't hold anymore, at least 
not in this city," says Klliott 
“Thirty-five per cent of our volun­ 
teers are men, and a large percentage 
are blacks. This crisis draws help from 
across the board " 
Oz Klliott is editor-in-chief of

NKW YORK (AP) - The word 
nonprofit often is associated with 
public service, which is why it is all the 
more disillusioning when some in­ 
stitutions of that kind are found to bt* 
screens for personal profits. 
Fortunes are sometimes made in 
nonprofit organizations. 
While the entity itself might ef­ 
fectively stay within the meaning of 
the word, it takes a closer look at its 
activities to determine why no profit 
was earned. Was it because of services 
rendered? Or big paychecks? 
Two 
Columbia 
University 
so­ 
ciologists recently completed a study 
of the situation and concluded it was 
time to clamp down hard on the of­ 
fenders through tougher state and fed­ 
eral regulations 
Rake-off schem es, self-dealing, 
unconscionable real estate profits and 
excessive fees are among the offenses, 
say Amitai Ktzioni and Pamela Doty, 
of the university’s Center for Policy 
Research 
While their targets are principally 
abuses in the health care field by 
hospitals, nursing homes and prepaid 
medical and health insurance plans, 
the sociologists suggest the abuses are 
more widespread. 
Personal gains, they say, often are 
at odds with the underlying rationale 
of not-for-profit corporations, which 
enjoy tax benefits and often receive 
government grants because of the 
presumption that theirs is a selfless 
service to the community. 
The authors, whose paper is entitled 
“ l*rofit In Not-KorProfit Institutions,” 
examine the presumption and find too 
often it has no basis in practice, as 
these findings indicate: 


In many voluntary hospitals some 
medical 
specialists, 
especially 
pathologists and radiologists, received 
all or part of their remuneration in the 
form of a share of their department’s 
gross receipts. 
What difference did this make? 
First, an ethical one. lf the goal was 
public service, why should personal 
incomes be equated with the size of re­ 
cess resulting from this work? 


It makes a financial difference too. 
Whereas pathologists may work for 
salaries of $28, OOO to $40,000 in some 
hospitals, some of those working under 
per cent-of-revenue schemes were 
found earning $200,000 or more. 
Self-dealing seems to be a great 
temptation, occuring when the same 
persons appear on both sides of a 
transaction 
Consider, for example, 
the hospital administrator who hired a 
data-processing firm he founded 
himself 
Consider also the haspital official 
who placed institution funds in an 
interest-free account in a bank of 
which he was vice president. 
Dr the Blue Cross-Blue Shield of­ 
ficials who channeled federal and 
private funds entrusted to them 
through banks whose officers also 
served on the boards of the health 
organizations. 


Real estate transactions can In* a 
big source of profits. The owner of a 
building, land, a nursing home or a 
hospital sets up a nonprofit finn, with 
his friends, relatives and perhaps 
himself as trustees. 
The corporation then buys or leases 
the properties from the owner at 
highly inflated prices. 
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“The concept of mobilizing citizens to 
help run New York was Jack (Sen. 
Jacob) JaviLs’ He had the brain-child 
last October and got on the phone to 
about 50 people from across the 
spectrum of activities in the city. Far 
as I know, not one turned him down 
We head a meeting in which we 
discussed what was the best way a 
Citizens Committee could help the city 
and we came to the really fantastic 
decision," he said with a grin, “that a 
Citizens Committee should be involved 
with citizens!" 
At this point they called in lawyer- 
urban expert Demits Allee, former 
head of the Charter Revision Com­ 
mission for N.Y.C., to be executive 
director. Says Oz, "Dennis really 
knows the city, and after intensive 
conversations and research with 20 top 
agencies and departments, he guided 
us into drawing up a plan of action " 
This plan, the most far-ranging ever 
attempted by a city on a long-range 
basis, includes mobilizing all the 
m ajor institutions - businesses, 
churches and foundations - to donate 
.support in the form of money and 
personnel to keep a wide range of 
crippled city agencies and services 
functioning effectively. 
“For instance," says Klliott, “ we’re 
trying to get somebody to contribute 
such goods as 200 civilian band two- 
way radios (at a cost of $200 each) 
which will double the efficiency of 
auxiliary police patrols; 
we need 
mechanized vacuum cleaners ($540 
each) to encourage and help block 
associations to clean sidewalks and 
streets. We’ve had very good support - 
raised $175,000 the first month 
Another of the committee's aims is 
to convince legal and accounting firms 
to donate the talents of lawyers and 
accountants to keep New York’s cut­ 
back law and business departments 
functioning. 
There are 35,000 blocks in the city, 
and already 10,000 have organized 
themselves into "block associations" - 
usually to combat crim e, curb 
delinquency and drugs, or clean up and 
lieautify the neighborhoods. “We want 
to encourage the block association idea 
by training the media spotlight on their 
projects, and jierhaps giving modest 
cash awards for efforts. This should 
cause more neighborhoods to organize. 
Neighborhood Fairs 
“ We'll sponsor a 'Block Association 
Fair' in May, and put out a film telling 
New Yorkers how to go about forming 
their own groups.” 
In any m assive city self-help 
program such as this, there inevitably 
Is a conflict: In New York City’s case, 
the strong labor unions are uneasy at 
the prospect of volunteers filling in for 
laid-off members. For this reason, 
Mayor Abraham Beanie is careful to 
{joint out, “We do not propose to use 
volunteers in place of civil servants." 
Noting that New York City already had 
a standing force of 400,OOO volunteers 
before this new push was begun, he 
said "What we now want to do is to 
expand and sharpen this (volunteer) 
program, to find new and significant 
assignments for volunteers which will 
allow the continuation of municipal 
services in our city. The people of this 
city have stood together for 350 years, 
while

grew

struggling trading post to a world 
metropolis; if we are to stand and 
survive, we must continue to stay and 
work together." 
The motto of the movement is, “We 
may be broke BUT we’ll never be 
broken." The ad for volunteers reads, 
“We can save our city. Half the 
country seems to think we’re too 
selfish to even try." Oz Elliott adds, for 
experience, “Half the country is wrong

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My husband has a hernia which has 
been giving him endless trouble He 
thinks of himself as an old man even 
though he's 56 and thinks it is too late 
for him to have an operation. His 
concern about this troubles all of us. 
Have you ever heard of a household 
that revolves around som eone's 
hernia9 It does with us 
Mrs. W I) , Fla 
Dear Mrs. I).: 
It is an amusing concept that the 
destiny of a family should revolve 
around a henna. Yet in reality this 
happens very often when any disease 
dominates the life cycle and happiness 
of a family structure. 
There are many different types of 
hernias. I assume that the one you 
refer to is in the groin. Such an 
inguinal hernia may be present at 
birth or may occur later in life as the 
muscular ring is enlarged. 
The danger associated with a long­ 
standing hernia is that a small loop or 
intestine may become trapped in the 
hernial opening. The “strangulation" 
of the intestine is a severe com­ 
plication of a long neglected hernia 
The speed of corrective surgery 
coupled with the safety of anesthesia 
make recovery rapid. In fact, patients 
are permitted to be out of bed within 24 
hours, and many are discharged after 
three or four days. 
With better understanding and 


assurance, I am certain that your 
husband can be made to see the light. 
Perhaps the hernia, when repaired, 
can give him a better understanding of 
the youthfulness of his age. 


If one lung is removed, can a person 
continue to live a normal, active life?

Dear MissT.: 
The removal of one lung is known as 
pneumonectomy. I cilectomy is the 
term used for the removal of a part or 
lobe of the lung. 
Many people who have had such 
surgery function very well within the 
limits of their capacity. It is obvious 
that overexertion puts an added 
burden on the remaining lung. Yet 
these people find their own limits and 
stay within them. Of course, their 
return to complete activity depends 
entirely on the nature of the surgery 
and the reason it was performed.

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Colorado 
M a y Slash 
Agencies 


DENVER (AP) — Colorado may 
soon 
begin the 
un-bureaucratic 
practice of abolishing state agencies 
which can’t justify their existence. 
That concept is now in the form of a 
revolutionary bill — with bipartisan 
backing — which proposes to ter­ 
minate any one of Colorado’s 44 state 
divisions, agencies, board* or com­ 
missions that fails to show it is worth 
continuing 
“ It’s really a bill that demands 
accountability,” said Steve Barth, a 
representative of Colorado (ommon 
Cause, one of the prime, movers behind 
the bill. 
The first-of-its kind “sunset" bill 
was unanimously approved 
by 
a 
committee of the Colorado legislature 
on Monday and sent to the Senate for 
final consideration. It already has 
passed the House 
If approved by the Senate, it would 
be the first such legislation to gain 
approval in any state legislature. A 
similar proposal was rejected by 
Texas voters in 1975 as part of a pack­ 
age of constitutional amendments. 
The sunset bill would mandate that 
units of state government be ter­ 
minated unless a legislative review 
procedure — repeated every six years 
— demonstrates their effectiveness. 
"It's going to be awfully hard for 
anybody who’s been talking about too 
much government for all these years 
to vote against this bill,” said Rep. 
Gerald Kopel, the Democrat who spon­ 
sored the measure. 
Kopel and Common Cause have 
fashioned a bipartisan, philosophically 
diverse coalition to support the bill, 
which now appears to have built the 
momentum needed to pass the Re­ 
publican-dominated Colorado Senate. 
Barth said Common Cause has been 
concerned about th** proliferation of 
state agencies and their apparent lack 
of administrative review or perform­ 
ance standards, The sunset concept 
grew out of that concern and the 
resulting legislation Is now considered 
a model, he said.

The Berger Hospital Board of 
Governors noted an increase in patient 
days for the month of February during 
its regular monthly meeting Wed­ 
nesday. An increase in the first two 
months of operation of the new 
emergency room was also seen over 
the first two months of 1975. There 
were 67 more patients to visit the new 
facility in January and February, 1976, 
and 80 more operations performed this 
year than last. 


Hospital adm inistrator Charles 
Rideout noted that the increase in 
surgeries was due mainly to the ad­ 
dition of two new surgeons to the staff. 


During February, the hospital’s 
obstetrics department delivered 29 
babies There were 243 admissions and 
238 discharges for an occupancy of 92 
per cent in the medical-surgical wing 


It was noted at the meeting that 
there will be a joint meeting on April 26 
of the City Council and the County 
Commissioners to discuss the city- 
eounty general obligation notes. 
The board voted to pay $25,000 off the 
principal of these notes. There is also 
due $25,000 on the principal on the 
m ortgage revenue bonds. These 
amounts are in addition to the annual 
interest payment 
Bids for the parking lots were 
opened at the monthly meeting. Two 
contractors subm itted bids. I<egg 
Davis Construction of Columbus 
submitted a bid of $7,098 for the 30-car 
lot and $2,590 for the ten-car lot Van 
Camp (Contracting Company of Cir­ 
cleville had the low bids of $5,079 for 
the 3<H ar lot and $1,554 for the ten-car 
lot. The board gave the contract to Van 
Camp. 
Approval was given by the board to 
add a monitor defibrillator to the 
equipment list subm itted to the 
General Guilds The Guilds have in­ 
dicated an interest in buying that 
particular piece of equipment. 
Bills for equipment for the new 
ancillary wing were presented to the 
board in the total amount of $794.19. 
The architect's plaque to be installed 
in the new wing was also presented for 
approval It lists the members of the 
board of governors, county com­ 
missioners, city council and the ad­ 
ministrator. 
Rideout reported to the board on the 
plans being made by the Open House 
Committee to open the new wing for 
public tours on two Sundays. He noted 
that the exact dates would depend on 
the completion of the parking lots. 
The board voted to continue its 
support for the Mid-Ohio Health 
Planning Federation but Rideout 
advised that the group would be 
federally funded after the middle of 
the year. 
Also on Rideout’s report to the board 
were the results of the recent nursing 
audit as required by the Joint Com­ 
mission on Accreditation of Hospitals 
and Medicare. Two recommendations 
have been made and considered The 
board reviewed and accepted the 
report The audit was performed in 
December, 1975.

Mourning Doves 
Still On Upswing

Mr. and Mrs Mourning Dove were 
inspecting a Japanese maple tree 
outside our kitchen window this week, 
hopefully preparing to nest in our yard 
for the fourth tim e in the last five 
springs 
They reminded me of the dire 
warnings sounded last sununer by 
critics of dove hunting who were 
convinced that an open season on the 
handsome birds would obliterate the 
population 
A contrary case is not made by a 
single pair of doves, which may not 
even be related to those that fledged 
young in years past 
S tronger evidence a g ain st d e­ 
cimation of the species in Ohio is ad­ 
vanced by 
the 
National 
Audubon 
Society, whose Columbus chapter was 
at the forefront of opposition to dove 
hunting. (The national society does not 
oppose organized hunting 
Local 
chapters are free to establish their 
policies on such issues.) 
The society’s Christm as bird count 
in Ohio showed, 
in 
areas 
where 
statistics seemed most reliable, a 9 5 
per cent increase in mourning doves in 
spite of the hunter harvest of an esti­ 
m ated 243,000 birds last fall. 
Amateur birdwatchers in Audubon 
chapters throughout the state par­ 
ticip a te in the C hristm as count. 
Overall, adm its Ohio Wildlife Chief 
Dale Haney, the surveys are un­ 
scientific and not especially reliable. 
To achieve the greatest accuracy 
possible, Haney said, the division 
relies on the counts made in 28 areas 
statewide where Audubon mem bers 
run the sam e survey routes with ex­ 
perienced personnel year after year. 
Consistent data from those areas 
shows an increase in actual mourning 
dove sightings from 11,667 in 1975 to 
12,370 in the 1976 report, Haney said. 
Instead of showing a sharp reduction 
in dove numbers, as hunting opponents 
had predicted, the count reflects a con­

According to surveys in the sam e 28 
districts, dove sightings

W eather, not hunting, has the 
greatest influence on doves, Haney 
said Heavy rains in late winter and 
early spring nesting periods inflict a 
heavy toll on im m ature birds. Ice 
storm s that hit some areas of Ohio this 
year undoubtedly took a heavy toll of 
doves that wintered over, he said 
The division's argum ent throughout 
the dove debate has been that natural 
factors kill a significant percentage of

annually

gardless of whether they are hunted 
Most of those killed by gun would die of 
natural causes anyhow, Haney has 
said. 
The wildlife division is taking steps 
to improve and expand a statewide 
census of mourning doves, he added.
